render the United States Independent 
of other countries. He asserted that 
there had been a change of sentiment 
in the South on the subject of protec­ 
tion. 
Senators Burrows of Michigan and 
Smoot of Utah, both members of the 
finance committee, also spoke in sup­ 
port of the committee’s action. 
Mr. Smoot presented a carefully 
prepared analysis of the situation and 
Mr. Burrows addressed himself par­ 
ticularly to popular sentiment. The 
Michigan senator charged the sugar 
trust with an attempt to establish a 
reputation for fair dealing by pretend­ 
ing to be in alliance with the beet 
sugar interest, which he said was 
not the case. He asserted that a re­ 
duction of duties would destroy the 
beet industry, and thus render it 
necessary to send $100,000,000 a year 
out of the country for sugar. 
Mr. Bristow, the new senator from 
Kansas, was the only advocate of a 
reduced rate. He presented an amend­ 
ment eliminating all reference to the 
Dutch standard in determining the 
grade of sugar. 
Referring to the at­ 
titude of the so-called “progressive” 
senators, Mr. Bristow declared that in­ 
stead of wanting to destroy the sugar 
industry they were the best friends 
of that interest, as they were of the 
protective policy. Their desire, he 
'aid, was to prevent graft and greed 
on the part of the trusts.

Denver, May 27.—A resolution be­ 
ginning, “Whereas, family worship is 
a thing of Hie past," caused a commo­ 
tion in the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church.

man; Marvin Stewart, workman. 
The injured man is Freeman Gee­ 
sey, another brother of the owner. 
A heavy rain at the time of the ex­ 
plosion prevented the destruction of 
the ruins by fire and the cremation of 
the five bodies. 
Freeman Geesey was 
knocked down and stunned by the 
shock of the explosion, but on recov­ 
ering consciousness was able to drag 
Marvin Stewart from the ruins.

wreckage in every direction as far as 
forty rods. The cause of the disaster 
has not been determined, but a boiler 
Inspector who examined the ruins 
found that the boiler was an old one. 
the plate being fifteen-sixteenths of 
an Inch thick. The average pressure 
that has been maintained was 115 
pounds. 


T A R HANDS OUT DIPLOMAS 


Also Talks to Colored Graduates of 


Howard Un!varsity. 
Washington, May 27.—Speaking to 
the colored graduates of Howard uni­ 
versity near this city, President Taft 
declared that never at any time has 
the future of the negro, as a race, ap­ 
peared more hopeful and bright than 
at the present day. 
The president impressed upon his 
hearers the fact that it is for the ne­ 
groes themselves to work out their 
own future. 
Conditions for the ne­ 
gro in the South, the president said 
he believed are growing better and 
better. Southern people of the bet­ 
ter class are coming to look more and 
more upon the negro race as one of 
their most valuable assets, Mr. Taft 
declared, and he again urged upon the 
negro the importance of gaining the 
respect and the friendship of the 
white people among whom he is to 
live. 
The task of educating the negro, 
and especially of educating leaders 
among the race, the president assert­ 
ed, was a debt owned by the govern­ 
ment; a debt only too difficult of re­ 
payment because of the constitutional 
limits of the government in dealing 
with the individual. 
President Taft personally handed 
to the more than IOO candidates for 
degrees their parchment rolls.' 
When the commencement exercises 
were ended, he was escorted to the 
foundation 
of 
the 
new 
Carnegie 
library of the university, where he of­ 
ficiated at the laying of the corner 
stone.

27.—Chicago 
and 
■even states were visited by an earth­ 
quake. throwing at least half of its 
Inhabitants into a mortal terror, with 
the Messina horrors still fresh in their 
minds. 
Every city, village and hamlet in 
Northern Illinois felt the shock and 
the 
panic was widespread. 
Iowa. 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Mon­ 
tana and Wisconsin were also in the 
path of the tremblor. 
Thousands of persons were aroused 
from their slumbers and in the for­ 
eign settlements of Chicago, particu­ 
larly where Italians and Syrians con­ 
gregate, there was alarm which gave 
rise to wailing and praying, as the in­ 
habitants 
thought that 
they were 
about to suffer the same fate which 
destroyed so many thousands of their 
countrymen. 
There was one greater shock fol­ 
lowed by two lesser shocks and big 
skyscrapers in the downtown district 
trembled like living beings with the 
ague. 
Many dilapidated old structures col­ 
lapsed in different parts of the city, 
dishes were thrown off of shelves and 
broken, 
windows were cracked 
in 
many portions of the residence dis­ 
tricts of Maywood, Evanston and oth­ 
er suburban towns, and the residents 
were so frightened that they ran into 
the street, fearing that the roofs were 
about to fall over their heads. 
The progress of the quake seems to 
have been from south to north. 
Press dispatches and special tele­ 
grams brought a succession of ac­ 
counts of the earthquake from Spring­ 
field, Peoria, Freeport, Aurora, Bloom­ 
ington, Kewanee, Geneva, Streator, 
Dixon, Rockford, Moline, 111.; Milwau­

RESCUED WITH 
DIFFICULTY 


Lives of Scores of Men and Girls En­ 
dangered by Fire. 
Chicago, May 27.—It was with diffi­ 
culty that scores of men and girls es­ 
caped from fire which attacked th# 
lard house of Schwarzschlld & Sui*- 
berger at the stock yards. The blaze 
■tarted on the ninth floor of the build­ 
ing and spread to the eighth, where 
the flames were checked. 
L. J. Drew, an elevator conductor, 
made several trips through the smoke- 
choked elevator shaft with his car 
and removed twenty men whose es­ 
cape had been cut off by the stairway. 
A similar number of frightened pas­ 
sengers in this way escaped from the 
eighth floor. 
Panic followed the sudden cessation 
of the electric current which supplied 
the lights of the building. In the 
darkness many could not find the 
stairway. 
A general rush was made 
for the fire escapes, down which a 
great many made their way to safety. 
A dozen girls working on the third 
floor were left in complete darkness 
and were shown the way through 
black corridors to the fire escapes by 
policemen using matches to light the 
route. 
Loss Is estimated at $50,000. 


Britiah Monarch’s En try W ins the Ep­ 
som Derby. 
Epsom, May 27.—King Edward’s 
brown colt Minoru justified his name, 
which is Japanese for success, by win­ 
ning the Derby, which will be remem­ 
bered always in the annals of Epsom 
as one of the finest ever run on that 
historic track. W. Raphael’s Louviers, 
w ith France’s star jockey, Stern, on 
his back, came under the wire so 
close an attendant upon Minoru that 
the spectators were undecided which 
led until the King’s number was dis­ 
played on the blackboard.

the 
Fourth was a good third and half a 
dozen of the fifteen started were well 
bunched behind. 
But one horse was 
seen followthg the field riderless. It 
was the American bred colt, Sir Mar­ 
tin, which everyone had reckoned as 
Minoru’s 
foremost 
rival. He 
had 
been crowded out of his stride just 
beyond the Tattenham corner, about 
the middle of the course. Jockey J. 
H. Martin shot over his mount’s head 
to the ground as Sir M artin stumbled, 
and with him fell the hopes of hun-1 
dreds of confident American onlook­ 
ers and many thousands of American 
dollars were lost. 
To Englishmen, even those who had 
staked their money on some other 
horse, the king’s success was inspir­ 
ing as a victory In a great interna­ 
tional contest, and compensated for 
the rain which drove across the field, 
making a wallow of mud under foot. 
On every side it had been asked 
whether, 
if he 
won, 
his majesty 
would consider it compatible with his 
exalted position to lead his horse from 
the track, a3 the winning owners have 
done for more than a century. There 
was no precedent for this, because no 
king before had ever won the Derby. 
King Edward, however with the Prince 
of Wales following him, lived up to 
the custom and in the minds of Eng­ 
lishmen clinched his claims to the 
title of a thoroughbred sportsman.

Springfield, 111., May 27.—Congress­ 
m an William Lorimer of Chicago is 
the junior United States senator from 
Illinois. He was elected on the ninety- 
fifth ballot in the Joint assembly by a 
coalition of Democratic and Republi­ 
can votes to fill the vacancy from Illi­ 
nois which bas existed since Albert J. 
Hopkins’ term 
as 
senator expired 
March 4, last. 
With votes to spare 
the blond congressman wrho is called 
the boss of Cook county (Chicago) 
broke the historic senatorial dead­ 
lock which has existed since January. 
Speaker Shurtleff cast the vote in 
the Joint assembly 
which insured 
Lorim er’8 election. 
When the speak­ 
e r’s name was reached on the house 
roll call, 88 votes had been cast In 
the bouse and 12 votes had been cast 
In the senate for William Lorimer, 
m aking a total of an even IOO votes. 
Shurtleff’s was the 89th vote in the 
house and the 101st vote in the joint 
session for Lorimer, which gave the 
senator-elect a m ajority of the 200 
senators and representatives who were 
present and voting. 
The total membership of the gen­ 
eral assembly has been reduced to 203 
by the death of Representative Zaa- 
bel. Senator Schmitt was absent from 
the 
Joint 
session. 
Representatives 
Daley (Dem.) and Hope (Rep.) failed 
to vote when their names were called. 
This left the total vote at 200, of 
which 101 votes is a majority. 
But Lorimer’s election was not de­ 
pendent upon a majority of those 
present and voting. 
He also received 
a constitutional majority of 102 votes 
and had, before the vote was an­ 
nounced. six votes to spare. 
With 
the casting of Shurt.leff’s vote the 
members of the legislature and the 
vast throng that filled the house gal­ 
leries knew that the deadlock was 
broken. 
Pandemonium 
broke 
loose 
and several minutes elapsed before 
Speaker Shurtleff could bring about 
sufficient order to proceed with the 
election. 
Fifty-five Republicans and fifty-three 
Democrats voting together brought 
about Lorimer’s election and broke 
the long standing deadlock. Of the 
55 Republicans 13 are senate mem­ 
bers and 42 are house members. Of 
the 53 Democrats, 6 are senate mem­ 
bers and 47 are house members.

Simple Bridge Scheme. 
It is not always th at the inhabitants 
of a thinly populated district can have 
a bridge located at the most conven­ 
ient point for them. At times ingenui­ 
ty supplies the need in a novel man­ 
ner. 
Visitors to New Zealand have 
seen this illustrated in the queer little 
trolley bridges th at the people of that 
country call “cages” and regard as 
quite commonplace. 
The chief requi­ 
site is a stout wire rope stretched 
across the stream and anchored firmly 
on each bank. 
Upon this rope wheels 
run. 
From them is suspended a box 
or basket fastened so as to be perfect­ 
ly safe. 
When a person wishes to 
cross the stream he seats himself in 
the “cage,” takes hold of a pull rope 
fastened to the other bank and non­ 
chalantly draws himself across. 
The 
“cage” may then be drawn back to the 
other shore by the end of the pull rope 
fastened there.—Oregon Journal.

NO CHANGE IN OPEN SEASON 


Executive Agent Writes Dispatch 


Correcting the Statement Re* 


garbing Change in Date 


A Dispatch representative was in 
formed on Monday by reliable author­ 
ity that the open season on bass had 
been changed by the last legislature, 
the dace having been made fifteen days 
later, or June 15th, and a request was 
fhade that the public attention be called 
to the fact through the columns of this 
newspaper. This was news 
to the 
newspaper man, but the statement was 
corroborated by a gentleman of author­ 
ity on law who was listening to the 
conversation and the attention was 
called to the fact that the law relating 
to the subject would be found in the 
law supplement. A thorough search 
of the same failed to disclose any 
change in the game laws regarding the 
open season on bass or any other fish, 
and a communication was addressed to 
Carlos Avery, executive agent of the 
fish and game commission, to clear up 
the matter with the fellowing result, 
which will relieve the minds of many 
nimrods who had planned trips to the 
fishing grounds for weeks but who were 
unsettled in their minds as to taking 
chances after this report was circulat­ 
ed. 
Mr. Avery says: 
“Brainerd Dispatch: I wish to ac­ 
knowledge receipt of your esteemed 
favor of the 24th, contents of which I 
have noted and hasten to advise you 
that there has been no change in the 
dates of beginning of the open season 
for any kind of fish, reports to the con­ 
trary 
nowithstanding. This 
report 
probably originated from the fact that 
a bill was introduced in the legislature 
and passed by the house which pro 
vided that the open season for taking 
bass should begin June 15th, but as this 
measure failed to pass, the old law 
still stands. 
“ I take pleasure in enclosing here­ 
with a brief synopsis of all the changes 
in the game laws of any consequence 
which I would be pleased if you could 
refer to in your valuable newspaper." 


CHANGES IN GAME LAWS APPLICABLE TO 


THIS s e c t io n : 
Chapter 54 permits licensing of seines 
for taking carp, dogfish, garfish, buf­ 
falo fish and suckers in inland waters. 
Chapter 66 requires a license of non­ 
resident 
trappers,—fee 
$10.00 
per 
annum. 
Chapter 171 provides that all state 
forest reserve lands or parks and na­ 
tional forest lands shall be game pre­ 
serves, and that the Game and Fish 
Commission may extend the boundaries 
of such preserves. 
Chapter 190 amend white fish net­ 
ting law, extending season from Nov­ 
ember 10th to January 10th following, 
and provides how nets shall be set. 
Chapter 282 changes opening of hunt­ 
ing season for birds from September 
1st to'.September7th. 
Chapter 288 prohibits hunting from 
motor boats, launches, or sail boats. 
Chapter 346 provides that all fishing 
may be prohibited in trout streams so 
designated by the county commissioners 
of any county except during the open 
season for trout fishing. 
Chapter 403 prohibits the sale of wall­ 
eyed pike caught in waters stocked by 
the State Game and Fish Commission. 
Chapter 412 provides for the perma­ 
nent protection of beaver. 
Chapter 453 prohibits fishing within 
fifty feet of a fish-way. 
Chapter 501 amends Mississippi and 
interstate fishing laws to provide a 
close season during April and May ex­ 
tending protection to all varieties of 
bass, pike, perch, sunfish and crappies. 
Allows licensing of set lines for catch­ 
ing catfish and sturgeon and changing 
regulations for tags and license fees.

Governor Smith and G eneral Man­ 
ager Scott of the Georgia railroad 
had a long conference a t which they 
discussed the feasibility of subm itting 
th e trouble to a board m ade up of 
men conversant with local conditions 
along 
the 
railroad. 
U nited 
Stated 
Com missioner of Labor Neill had his 
first conference with Governor Smith. 
Various towns in the strike district 
took inventory of the visible supply of 
food. 
At Lithania, Mayor B rand said: 
"If it becomes necessary, I shall 
condemn the trainload of perishable 
goods now on the siding at Lithonia 
and tell the citizens to help them ­ 
selves." 
In addition to the visible supplies 
the towns have their visible m eans of 
transportation, headed by a traction 
engine traveling nearly a m ile and a 
half an hour, autom obiles w ith daring 
drivers and dangerous roads, mule 
team s with negro drivers and crack­ 
ing whips, altogether a com bination 
which has furnished a bright side to 
the strike and m any a holiday prank 
for rural communities. 
This good na­ 
ture exhibited along th e silent rail­ 
road is a reassuring feature during 
negotiations here, for one of the grav­ 
est aspects of the strike has been the 
uncom prom ising sym pathy which has 
backed it all along the line.
